VICHY, France, July 11.— 
(AP)—The Petain govern- 
ment, after studying Allied 
terms for an armistice in 
Syria, announced today it had 
found them unacceptable and 
indications were that the 
fight would go on. 


“The English text (of armistice 
conditions) is in basis and in form 
unacceptable for the French gov- 
ernment,” said the announcement. 

It added that the terms “seemed 
to have been edited precisely to 
prevent all possibility of eventual 
@greement on the points in ques- 
tion.” 

OPPOSE FREE FRENCH 

The Allied terms, Vichy claimed. 
implied Vichy recognition of the 
Free French movement. The Petain- 
ists called this an attack on “the 
dignity of the nution.” 

The Petainists said the Allied 
note, given in response to a Vichy 
truce overture, “clearly showed 
Great Britain’s will to conquer ter- 
ritories under mandate.” 

The Petainists declared “it is 
impossible for the French govern- 
ment to treat with De Gaullist 
leaders, traitors to their country.” 

After conferences among Defence 
Minister Charles Huntziger, Gen. 
Maxime Weygand, North Africa 
chieftain, and Vice-Premier Jean 
Darlan, the entire Vichy cabinet 
met in late afternoon and reported 
unanimous rejection of the pro- 
posals. 


DENTZ MAY ACCEPT

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE REPORTS 


Pinch Of War 
Gets Tighter 
For Canadians 


By GRANT DEXTER 

Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, July 11—The pinch 
of war is getting tighter. No one 
in this country will escape the 
sacrifices which the next week or 
twe will bring. . 

War demands a cut in the stand- 
ard of living. Resources now be- 
ing used by the civilian population 
are going to be switched to war 
uses, . 

More than that, the war boom 
threatens to bring on an inflation 
and to head this off a severe cut is 
deemed in the spending power of 
the public. 

What is happening on the infla- 
tion front is made clear by the 
bureau of statistics bulletin of last 
night. Inflation is deemed second 
only in its suffering and woe to 
being actually overrun by enemy 
troops. 

As at June 1, the cost of living 
was 1.1 points higher than at May 1. 
The advance in the cost of living 
which began early. this. year...is 
rapidly gathering force. If even the 
present rate of advance remained 
unchecked, the results would be 
disastrous. Within a few months, 
the advance would pass the five per 
cent limit and thereupon a wage 
bonus would be paid to the 3,000,000 
Canadian workers, This would 
force prices still higher and the cost 
of living would zoom upwards. In 
the race between bonuses and cost 
of living rises, the working popu- 
lation would lose out.

of agriculture. The most seriously 


affected areas sre found in West - 


@rh and Northern Saskatehewan 
and in the Edmonton division in 
Alberta. With moderating tem- 
peratures and recent general 
showers most districts report crops 
holding up well and many show- 
ing decided improvement, 

With the exception of some con- 
@iderable territory in Southwestern 
Saskatchewan the larger wheat 
acreages in southern districts of the 
three provinces give promise of ex- 
cellent yields, according ‘to the 
weekly crop report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the Canadian 
National Railways. 


MANITOBA OUTLOOK 

All of. Manitoba, with the excep- 
tion of-some acreages in the Dauphin 
division, report crops. in excellent 
eondition. 

Variable prospects are now re- 
ported from southern Saskatchewan. 
During the past week weather has 
been quite warm with scattered 
showers. Rains, where received, 
will improve conditions but exces- 
sive heat in late June will reduce 
yields in most of the lighter soil 
areas. Fairly good showers have 
occurred in most districts in central 
Saskatchewan during the week. 
Considerable improvement has been 
made in most crops and some re- 
covery from the June drought is 
noted. 

In northern Saskatchewan very 
spotty conditions prevail. More 
rain is urgently required generally 
to ensure an average crop. 


WHEAT HEADS SMALL 

Generally speaking crop  con- 
ditions in southern Alberte»emain 
fairly good. Additional moisture at 
this time would ensure an excellent 
crop. Some districts have been 
affected by drought and heat, not- 
ably in the eastern territory, center- 
ing on Hanna. A light crop is 
generally forecast in the Edmonton 
division. Recent good showers have 
improved iater sown grain but 
wheat heads are small] and straw is 
short, Ccarse grains are progress- 
ing favorably but will require more 
rain immediately, 

Ideal crop conditions continue in 
the Peace River district. Heavy 
yields are now predicted with some 
lodging due to recent heavy showers. 


HEAVY RAINS NEEDED 
TO HEAD OUT WHEAT 

WINNIPEG, July 11.—Wide vari- 
ance in crop conditions in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta are reported 
from the C.P.R. agricultura) de- 
partment, with heavy general rains 
needed now to benefit heading and 
filling. Manitoba wheat is 85 per 
cent in head at an average height of 
ebout 27 inches and the moisture 
situation in the eastern prairie con- 
tinues good. 

Warm, sunny weather with some 
heavy showers have been ideal for 
crops in the Peace River country, 
where very heavy crops are report- 
ed in ost districts, some lodging 
is reported in spots, but prospects 
are excellent and hail damage is 
small. 

In Saskatchewan .wheat is 18 
inches high on the average and 70 
to 75 per cent headed out. In Al- 
berta it averages better than 20 
inches and is 60 to 65 per cent in 
head. Earlier sown oats and barley 
are heading out in all three proy- 
inces with their height averaging 31 
inches in Manitoba; 14 to 15 inches 
in Saskatchewan and 17 inches in 
Alberta. 


HAIL DAMAGE

OTTAWA, July 11—(CP)— 
Young Canadians graduating 
frem four menths’ compulsory 


military training classes next 
week—they number 4,697—will 
remain in uniform as members of 
the reserve army and. officials 
sald Thureday night, this means 
they probably will be in servicé 
for Canada's defence for the dur- 
ation of the war. 

Defence Minister Ralston an- 
nounced in April that training plan 
graduates would be kept in service 
to relieve units which might be 
transferred from duties they have 
held’ for many months, such as 
coastal defence, to operational 
theatres abroad. 

The understanding here is that 
this system will be continued in 
respect to succeeding classes, in- 
cluding those embracing men who 
have already undergone 30 days’ 
training and others of 21, 22, 23 and 
24 years who will be called as re- 
quired, 


RETAINED IN SERVICE 
Men who were 21 years of age 


at July 1, 1940, and who took 30 


days’ training under the now-aban-

have already been notified by pro-

months’ instruction.

Under the Dominion’s compulsory 
training schedule, about 100,000 
young Canadians have received in- 
struction in the soldier's arts for use 
in the defence of the nation at home. 

Of the class called out for the 
first four months’ training period 
on March 20, those accepted in mili- 
tary districts designated by head- 
quarters cities were as follows: Lon- 
don, Ont, 317; Toronto, 763; Kings- 
ton, Ont. 286; Montreal, 962; Que- 
bec, 551; Halifax, 184; Saint John, 
178; Winnipeg, 366; Victoria, 269; 
Regina, 466 and Calgary, 355. 


MILITARY TRAINING 

The definition of military train- 
ing under the national resources 
mobilization act means “military 
training (including naval or air 
force training) done or performed 

or to be done or performed within 
Canada and the territorial waters 
thereof.” 

Announcements in respect to 
the work to be done by the gradu- 
ates of the compulsory training 
centres said that they will be used 
mainly to relieve active force 
units ¢o have a change from ar- 
duous and sometimes tedious 
duties and an opportunity to test 
their mobility by moving to other 
parte of the Dominion. 

In addition, the growing army of 
trained men from the centres will 
facilitate the movement of active 
force men overseas as required, offi- 

cials said. 


MANY JOIN ARMY ,

Dental Service 
Is Valuable To 
Army Personne! 


OTTAWA, Suly 11—(CP)—The 
Canadian Dental Corpe—as an in- 
strument in maintaining the 
health of Canadian soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen and reducing war 
expenditures during and after the 
conflict—wae described Thurs- 
day by Col. F. M. Lott, director 
of dental services, before a House 
ef Commons sub-committee on 
war expenditures, 

Col. Lott said practically every 
Canadian recruit required dental 
care, and in one representative 
Broup of 50,000 recruits an aver- 
age of seven dental operations was 
required 

In the first Great War, the dental 
corps was responsible for a 10-per 
cent increase in enlistments by pro- 
viding dental care. In France be- 
tween 2,000 and 5,000 men were off 
duty each day looking for dental 
officers. 


CONDITION RECORDED 

Col. Lott said the modern Gan- 
adian dental corps, represented less 
than one per cent of the army per- 
sonnel and prevented the loss of a 
far greater number of men to the 
fighting services, 

“Every man entering the Can- 
adian army is documented and 8 
record of his dental condition is 
maintained,” said Col. Lott, “Be- 
cause of this documentary sys- 
tem, Canada may be saved from 
paying a pension at some later 
date.” 

Col. Lott estimated work already 
done by ihe dental corps in this 
war had cost $200,000 less than if it 
had been undertaken by civilian

Col. Lott said the corps “is taking 
pain out of the mouth, eliminating 
infection by filling teeth and mak- 
ing dentures , . . Our dentures are 
made from a sturdard, well-known, 
efficient composition (vulcanite).” 

The modern dental unit had all 
the equipment a modern dentist 
would use. Co-operation had been 
received from supply houses and 
prices for requirements of the corps 
was reasonable, 

“At a cost to Canada of approx- 
imately a cent a day per man we 
Bre providing full dental care for 
men in the services—that is less 
than the cost of his boots,” Col, 
Lott said.

wait for ships—many ‘of which do not 
reach the other side. While Germany 
is employing all the coercible and brib- 
able manpower in the occupied countries 
in making munitions, it is no longer 
getting from Russia materials out of 
which to make them, and shipments of 
‘iron from Sweden are likely to be ir- 
regular through the Baltic. 

Without building too much on the 
troubles of the enemy, it is probable 
Germany has fewer planes today than 
it had a month ago; while it is certain 
Britain has more—many more, some of 
wider range and greater carrying capa- 
cit, 
to the point where they will have to 
choose between being blown out of ex- 
istence or blowing up their war-making 
government. 


They Protest Too Much 


Highly as he rates the importance of 
the landing of United States forces in 
Iceland, Mr. Churchill is no more aware 
of the importance than two other heads 
of European governments, and no more 
outspoken than the gentlemen they em- 

loy to express their views. Herr Hit- 
Ter and Signor Mussolini are equally 
impressed by the incident, and their an- 
rouncers are equally plain and positive. 
The spokesman at Berlin calls it a stab 
in the back, and Senor Gayda at Rome 
says it is an invasion of Europe.

Revolution Difficult 

One sentence sticks out in a report on 
this situation from London. It is this: 

“Devastation at home, added to his 
disasters in Africa, may. prove the end of 
Mussolini and his Fascists”. 

If anyone thinks this forecasts a revolu- 
tion in Italy, he should revise his ideas. It 
would be futile to hope for a revolution 
based on destruction in a country held 


firmly in the grip of German overlords and 


infested by Gestapo agents. 

Seven or eight months ago, an Italian 
revolution might have succeeded. But 
that was before Hitler moved in and took 
control of every Italian government office 
and _ military headquarters. 

There is no use hoping that Italy will 
be freed entirely by action from within, 

These bombings, however, may set up 
a reaction upon internal conditions that 
will create more favorable prospects for 
Italian freedom secured from without. 

These terrorizations may not cause a 
revolt within Italy but, by further destroy- 
ing Italian morale, they may tend to stiffen 
French resistance to Hitler as Italy bee 
comes less and less of a military menace 
to France in the south. 

These persistent bombings may make 
the Italians even less inclined to fight. 

They must soften up the country for 
invasion. 


Strange Things Happen 

Why not? 

There has been much talk about inva- 
sion of Germany. Why should an invasion 
of Italy seem so strange? 

Conquest of Italy, surely easier of ac- 
complishment than conquest of Germany, 
would give Britain certain very definite 


| and valuable advantages. 


It would give her new life in the 
Mediterranean. 

It would probably prevent the further 
defection of France. 

It would give us a big store of equip- 
ment and supplies. 

Most of all, it would knock Axis 
prestige into a cocked hat, for it would 
prove that dictatorship is fallible and that 
the New Order is susceptible to high ex- 
vega and cold steel just like anything 
else 

Mind you, I am clearly not forecasting 
an Italian invasion. I am merely trying to 
follow to a logical conclusion some of the 
thoughts arising out of Britain’s increased 
attention to Italy. And it is well to remem- 
ber that skilled military commanders 
strike no blows that do not tend to open 
the way towards some greater logical 
development. 

The United States is taking a larger 
hand in the Battle of ‘the Atlantic. She 
may soon have garrisons in the British 
Isles. 

Almost anything might happen as the 
horizon of action widens. A new conti- 
nental offensive might begin at any time. 


The British Post Office is getting re- 
turned hundreds of stamps made unfit by 
incendiary bombs or burned under 
wreckage.

Plan to Divide U. S. Attention + 
And Divert Interest 
From Atlantic 
By WALTER LIPPMANN 

While the Japanese government has 
announced that it will not say what Japan 
has actually decided to do, there is no 
doubt about what the Japanese wish the 
Americans to do. They wish us to think 
they are about to do such tremendous 
things in the Far East all the way from 
Siberia to Singapore that we shall feel 
compelled to turn our at- 
tention from the battle of 
the Atlantic in order to 
safeguard the position in 
the Pacific. 

Thus is is evident that 
Japan is not taking an 
independent course but is 
playing her appointed 
role in the tripartite 
alliance with Berlin and 
f Rome. The role of Japan 

is to paralyze the Ameri- 
"+ can navy during the bat- 
W. Lippmann tle of the Atlantic. For the 
supreme objective of the totalitanian states 
is to divide and conquer—to be able to 
deal separately with the British navy and 
then with the American, never with the 
two navies combined. "For the Japanese 
and the Germans know quite well that the 
combined naval power of Britain and 
America is almost certainly too much for 
them. They must if possible try to defeat 
the British before the British are rein- 
forced by the Americans and then, if they 
have disposed of the British, there wi ill be | 
nobody to reinforce the American.

Atlantic is undecided, the United States 
can never afford to engage its whole naval 
power in a Far Eastern war. If the battle 
went badly for the British, lacking reine 
forcements from the United States, we 
should be compelled to bring most of the 
fleet to the Atlantic in order to defend the 
Western Hemisphere. Thus we should not 
be able to win the Far Eastern war and we 
should be in grave danger of losing the 
Atlantic war. 
Japanese Bluff 

That is why the Japanese, in agreement 
with the Nazis, do everything they can to 
make us feel that we must keep an over- 
in the Pacific. 
Ordinarily, a nation in the position of 
Japan would aim to have us reduce our 
naval forces in the Pacific. Actually the 
Japanese policy is to induce’ us to keep 
our greatest naval force confronting Japan, 
Why do the Japanese wish us to concen- 
trate our navy against them? Because they 
believe that we shall never dare to use 
our navy against them while the battle of 
the Atlantic is in doubt and because they 
know that we shall never be able to use 
our navy against them if the British lose 
the battle of the Atlantic. 

The Japanese, in other words, wish to 
have our fleet frozen at Hawaii in order 
that it shall not reinforce the British and 
80 help to win the battle of the Atlantic. 
For they know quite well that if Britain 
and America win the battle of the At- 
lantic, they can then easily enough win 
the battle of the Pacific. If, on the other 
hand, we lose in the Atlantic, we shall also 
lose in the Pacific. 

The Japanese hope that our people, 
unused to thinking about war and the 
strategy of war, will be bluffed and out- 
witted, and will fail to see through this 
great manoeuvre, Yet perhaps we shall 
not be so stupid as they hope, or so cone 
fused as much of the current debate would 
lead a foreigner to suppose. 


Freeze the Fleet 


For once we see that the object of our 
adversaries is to freeze the fleet until it is 
too late for the fleet to be effective, our 
true policy becomes quite clear. Instead 
of asking ourselves how much of the fleet 
we can spare for duty in the Atlantic, we 
should reverse the calculation and ask oure 
selves how much of the fleet we need in 
the Atlantic to make certain that we can 
reinforce the British navy successfully, 

That is the minimum naval force we 
If we do not reine 
force the British and they are defeated, 
we shall need very much more than that. 
Does this weaken the position in the 
Pacific? Only on paper and not in fact, 
For though we have a great naval force in 
the Pacific, it is not really available against 
Japan as long as there is danger of Hitler 
getting into the Atlantic. Of the fleet in 
the Pacific, all that is in fact available 
against Japan is that portion of it which 
would not, in case of a British defeat, have 
to be brought into the Atlantic, 

Therefore, whether Japan is bluffing 
or is intending to commit a new aggres- 
sion in the Far East, we should not be 
duped by the manoeuvre: we should still 
unfreeze the fleet so as to insure command 
of the Atlantic. That will still leave Japan 
facing greater forces than could be aligned 
against her under any other circumstances: 
it will leave Japan facing China, facing 
Russia, facing the British, Dutch and 
American forces jin the South Pacific, face 
ing a still powerful American fleet and 
the whole potential power of an Allied and 
American blockade and embargo. 


Danger of Collapse

Fighting Spike Sullivan Sails Again 
EN it comes to fighting men, consider Irish Jack “Spike” Sullivan? 
the fightingest man of them all, bar none. There is hardly a boxing 
fan in the British Isles who hasn't seen Sullivan in action for he has over 
700 bouts to his credit and a few titles. That was over 30 years ago when 
he was in his prime, but now at the age of 68 he’s fighting the Nazis as 
bosun on a cargo vessel sailing between Canada and Britain 


This is the third war Spike has been in. He fought in the South 
African War in 1899, In 1914 he joined the Canadian army as a private 
and soon rose to the rank of captain. 


Two of his sons were killed during the evacuation of Dunkirk and 
it ig to avenge them that Spike has taken to the seas as a bosun—the 
nearest approach to a fighting job his age would permit. He has already 
been torpedoed four times. He and a mate spent 38 hours on a raft off 
Narvik, the only survivors of a crew of 39. It wasn't a new experience for 
Spike for he was a survivor of the Titanic disaster in 1912 | 

This one-man hurricane claims that the only ring fight he ever lost| 
was to Stanley Ketchel in 1908 after he had knocked out Jack O'Brien 
and Tommy Burns. 

Another chapter of this amazing Irishman's career includes a spell in 
the movies in Hollywood. He played the part of the villain in an early 
picture “Gentleman Jim” and gave Victor McLaglen a cauliflower ear in 
the course of a realistic fight that the scenario called for.

WASHINGTON, July 11—(AP) 
—Sumner Welles, acting secretary 
of state, warned Thursday night 
that within another year wheat 
surpluses totalling 1,500.00.000 
bushels will hang over the inter- 
national markets unless the 
world’s wheat growing nations 
take constructive measures to 
solve problems resulting from the 
war, 

Welles spoke at the opening of the 
international wheat conference, at 
which tbe United States, Canada, 
Australia, Argentina and the United 
Kingdom are represented. 


FACE SAME PROBLEM, 

» In calling the conference, Welles 
Guid, the United States had in mind 
that all wheat-producing nations 
*are faced with problems of a some- 
what similar character, although of 
varying degrees of intensity. 

“As producers and as holders of 
these surpluses, we have a com- 
mon interest in the poss’bilities 
which may exist of providing for 
their orderly liquidation. 


“We have a common interest in| 


the conditions which will prevail in 
the international wheat markets 
when the war is over. We have a 
common interest in the restoration 
of the prosperity of the purchasers 
of our wheat and in the need for 
selief i, devastated areas immedi- 
ately after the war.” 


GROWING COLLABORATION 
Welles cited the meeting as “a 
Practica! example of the constantly 
increasing collaboration which is 
, taking place between the American 
* republics and the countries of the 
British Commonweslth.” 
Mere discussion will not suffice, 
he said, adding: 
“If we are to avoid the recur- 
rence after the present war of the

There is na surer way of improv- 
ing the family dietary than by 
making the foods which consistent- 
ly comprise a large part of the 
menus furnish their rightful share 
of the protective elements. For ex- 
ample, every bit of flour that is 
used should be of the new enriched 
variety so that biscuits, rolls, hot- 
cakes and shortcakes furnish some, 
protection. 

When you buy bread, insist on 
either 190 per cent. whole grain 
bread or the new enriched type. 
Examine the label to see what 
you are getting. Every home- 
maker should demand the 100 per 
cent. whole wheat bread, or bread 
which has been enriched. 

It might interest you to know that 
there is a new yeast on the market. 
This yeast has been fortified with 
Vitamin BI, nicotinic acid and iron, 
and whenever yeast is used, your 
family should get the benefit of this 
enrichment. 

You couldn't spend your food 
money for anything better than 
milk, It contributes more to the 
diet than any other single food. 

It might be a smart stroke of eco- 
nomy to step up your milk bill 
and cut down somewhere else. 
There should be a pint of milk 
for each adult and at least three 
glasses for each child. For those 
who balk at drinking their milk, 
prepare soups, sauces and cus- 
tards so they do get it in disguise. 
Cheese, too, is an item that should 
appear frequently on your menus 
for it is an excellent source of 
calclum, protein and Vitamin A. 
How many green and yellow 
vegetables do you give your family?

Women’s Corps 
Well Advanced 


OTTAWA, July 11—(CP)—Regu- 
lations for enlistment of women to 
comprise the auxiliary corps for the 
army and the Royal Canadian Air 
Force are expected to be made 
public shortly and in the meantime 
the groundwork for the organiza- 
tions is being laid by the war ser- 
vices and national defence depart- 
ments. 

At National War Services, it was 
Said Wednesday, the subject is re. 
ceiving daily consideration. The 
National War Services minister, 
Hon. J. T. Thorson, has interviewed 
representatives of some of the vari- 
ous volunteer women’s corps who 
have been undergoing training. 
The object has been to try and: de- 
termine how much organization 
work and training the women have 
already accomplished on their own. 

“We are getting ready to fill 
requisitions for women auxiliaries 
from the defence department,” said 
one National War Services official 
connected with organization of the 
new women's force. 


TO INVITE APPLICATIONS 


The idea is that National War 
Services, once all decisions have 
been made, will invite applications 
from recruits and, on acceptance, 
applicants will become part of a 
pool from which the defence de- 
partment can draw for the army 
and navy. Between 2,000 and 3,000 
women are expected to be enrolled. 

It was understood here 
R.C.A.F. already has made a requi- 
sition for a number of women and 
girls for the Canadian Women’s 
Auxiliary Air Force, and intends 
recruiting women directly in addi- 
tion to those enrolling through the 
Department of National War Ser- 
vices. 

The air ministry, commenting 
yesterday on a report from London 
that two officers of the British 
Women’s Auxiliary Air Force were

Nova Scotia went back more than 300 years for-the plans which were used in recon- 
structing the Port Royal Habitation, which housed the first Europeans to settle in 
America north of the Gulf of Mexico—and which was recently opened to the public by the 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, minister of mines and resources. That famous fort, where Champlain 
instituted the Order of the Good Time, stands today as it did when hardy French ex- 
plorers made it their headquarters in 1605. The rambling log buildings, as much like the 
original as human ingenuity could make them, are the product of Nova Scotia craftsmen. 
Hand-hewn beams and floor boards are pegged into position; wrought-iron hinges hold 
the doors and solid shutters in place, and other hand-worked iron is used for bars on the 
windows and decorative work. If it is possible for one place to be “more historic” than 
another, this one can be described only in superlatives. DeMonts and Champlain arrived 
in Annapolis Basin in 1604 and named it Port Royal. The Fort built in the following year 
was the scene of battle after battle between the French and English and had actually 
changed hands eight times by 1710 when it was finally captured by a strong expedition 
of New England troops from Boston. The name was changed to Annapolis Royal in honor 
of Queen Anne who then occupied the English throne. The reconstruction of the ancient 
habitation at Annapolis Royal—to give it its modern name—has attracted wide atten- 
tion in Canada and the United States. Many individuals and organizations have donated 
old records, furnishings and other articles to lend to the authenticity of this famous site, 
20 miles from Digby by Dominion Atlantic Railway. Digby is the western waterway ent- 
rance to Nova Scotia, connection with Saint John, N.B., being maintained by the S.S. 
Princess Helene. Other famous military structures still standing at Annapolis Royal 
include the ramparts of Fort Anne. The park, 28 acres in extent, includes a later French 
fort completed in 1707 and captured in 1710, and the officers’ quarters erected by the 
British a few years later. Layout shows the Port Royal Habitation; the well house, and 
a view showing the care with which the hand-hewn beams were put in place.
